Several saw mills in Lamar county are cutting 
away all the scant timber of millable 
size 
and 
quality still left standing. 
They will soon be out 
of available supplies. 
Every year see* large tract« 
of land cleared down to the stump« and put under 
the plow. 
And under pr»sent methods every tree 
that falls is just that much tak^n permanently from 
the timbered wealth of the county. 
■Where thousands of acres of timber once stood 
now there nre hundreds of acres only.
